FIRE AT SHANGHAI. 

Just before twelvo o'clock lust night 
(March 24th) o fire broke out-in a b ock of 
buildings at ‘the extreme west end of Can- 
ton Road, The fire-bell bagan to ring 
almost exactly at midnight, and.
